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CALIFORNIA’S NEW SENATOR NAMED. 


Ex-Gov. Perkins Is Appointed te Succeed 
the Late Leland Stanford. 

San Francisco, Cal. July 22,—[Special.]— 
Gov. Markham today filled the vacancy in the 
United States Senate made by the death of 
Leland Stanford by appointing ex-Gov. 
George C. Perkins to serve out the unexpired 
term, 

[George C. Perkins was: born at Kennebunk- 
port, Me., in 1830. and reared ona farm, with 
but limited education or other advantages. At 
the age of 12 he went to sea a cabin boy, and fol- 
lowed the calling of a sailor for sev years. 

In 1855 he shipped before the mast on a 
sailing vessel bound for San Francisco, where he 
arrived in the fall of that year. He went to Sac- 
ramento, then walked to Ordville. where he bo- 
came a porter in a store, subsequently he became 
a partner in the business and was successful. He 
engaged in banking, milling, mining, and sheep 
raising, and took an interest in politics, In 1858 
he was elected a State Senator. He became 
a large stock holder in the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company. Mr. Perkins joined 
the order of Masons when a young man and 
passed through the junior grades to the office of 
Grand Master of the State of California. In 1879 
he was elected Governor of California and served 
until 1883. When the triennial lave of the 
grand encampment of Knights Templar was 
held in San Francisco in 1884 Gov. Perkins was 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
California, and was elected Junior Warden of the 
grand encampment. }

TALKS FOR A DOUBLE STANDARD, 


Congressman Warner Arranging for the 
Bimetatiic League Convention. 

Gen. A. J. Warner, member of Congress 
from Ohio, President of the American Bi- 
metallic League, is stopping at the Grand Pa- 
cific. He is here for the purpose of making 
arrangements for the Bimetallic convention 
Aug. 1. He had a lengthy conference with 
local silverites in the afternoon, and the con- 
vention and its work were thoroughly dis- 
cussed... The convention will probably be 
held at the Auditorium and something over 
1,000 prominent silver men are expected 
from all parte of the country. After the con- 
ference Gen. Warner told a reporter for Tus 
Trisuns about some of the things the con- 
vention expects to accomplish, and also spoke 
of the financial situation as viewed from the 
silver standpoint. He said: 

Our convention is called to deliberate as 
to the course to be pursued by those opposed 
ta the repeal of the Sherman law without a 
satisfactory substitute, and to give expression 
to public sentiment on the financial situation. 
Steps will be taken to bring influence to bear 
upon Congress to prevent the consummation 
of what the gold men, acting under the in 
stigation of foreign influence, are attempting 
to carry out. I am _ confident that 
the Sherman law cannot de repealed 
without a satisfactory substitute. Along what 
lines the compromise measure will be con- 
structed I cannot say, but I believe the ques- 
tion will be permanently settled by this Con- 
gress. The settlement will be to restore silver 
coinage to automatic regulation. 

**We believe the United States can alone 
maintain the parity of gold and silver at the 
present ratio, but if the Government cannot we 
would then agree toa change of ratio. The 
cause of our gold going abroad is because our 
Mint has been the only one open to the specu- 
lators in Australian bonds without a sacrifice 
of some kind. Purchasers could not get 
os from the banks of» France, 

rlin, and the Netherlands for 
ex tion without a sacrifice. Speculators 
asking for gold would be tendered silver or 
paper. At the Bank of England the purchase 
is checked by the raising of the rate of inter- 
est. Our Treasury has been open to the 
speculators of the world. It is not the Sher.

There it is the tariff-tinkering threats. 
I have talked with half a dozen leading man- 
ufacturers this week, every one of whom i» 
gloomy over the immediate outlook. None 
of them believes that the coming congress will 
go far in accomplishing any demoralizing 
tariff revisions, but they all say that even 
action which would lead to downrigat free 
trade would not be so bad as the existing 
uncertainty. The point has come 
where manufactufers do not know 
what to do, what sort of plans to make. 
Whether to make goods largely or limit pro- 
duction down to the towest ebb. With sweep- 
ing tariff revision possible, if not probabie, 
the conservative element is dragged out of 
the manufacturing business and mill-owners 
are forged to become speculators, gambling 
whether the goods they turn out will or win 
not have a profitable market. 
Conditions at Boston. 


This worry in New England manufacturing 
circles is directing attention to financial at- 
fairs at Boston. In all the liquidation that 
has gone on during recent months Boston has 
suffered on the surface less than any other 
city in the country. Two or three of its pet 
stocks have gone to smash, but the great ma- 
jority of things owned and controlled in Bos- 
ton have stood up and shown an exceptional 
firmness.’ Boston bank reserves are low. In 
@aseany trouhie should break out there it 
would be certain to reach serious proportions, 
for Boston is now as ever overluaded with 
stocks and bonds of properties scat- 
tered all over the West and South. 
More Western land mortgages are owned in 
and about Boston than in ail the rest of the 
Eastern country put together. Boston has a 
eorner on copper stocks. Her market is full 
of the securities of manufacturing establish- 
ments not only at home but scattered through 
out the country, Boston is, therefore, unhap- 

ily situated, but there is. a fund of resources 
n Massachusetts, for the average citizen over 
there usually has a little savings bank 
of his own. The worst hit which Boston has 
reveived has been from General Electric. 
Probably two-thirds of this stock has been 
held in chusetts; much of it is in. the 
hands of the or.ginal holders, or was until 
gu.te late.y, for many of them have now been 
induced by stock macket wabbling to let go. 


Slump in General Electric. 


General Electric stock has been down this 
week to about $45 a share.

This Read Gives Formal Notice of a Re- 
duction of Authorised Tariff. 

The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific has 
given formal notice to the Western Freight 
Association that it will apply the same rates 
to trans-Mississippi River freight business that 
is delivered to it by the lake lines that it re- 
ceives on similar business delivered by the 
all-rail lines.

Prosecution of Ahlwardt. 

A prosecution has been instituted against 
Rector Ahlwardt, the notorious Jew-baiting 
member of the Reichstag, for insulting Dr. 
Miquel in a speech delivered at a public meet- 
ing April 24, in which he again dwelt upon 
the documents which he claims prove that the 
small arms firm of Von Loew were implicated 
in frauds upon the government. Despite a 
semi-official denial the Kleine Journal re- 
asserts that owing to the influence of Dr. von 
Schelling, Prussian Minister of Justice, no 
Jews have been appointed Judges in Berlin 
or Brandenburg for months past. 

Polish Tuition in Schools, 

The Prussian Government has ordered that 
an inquiry be held as to how it will be best to 
introduce Polish tuition in the schools which 
are entirely in Polish districts. This, it is 
openly hinted, is the Emperor's return for the 
support given in the Reichstag to the army 
bill by the Polish members. 

Army Maneuvers, 

The Emperor has ordered that no army 
maneuvers be held anywhere in Germany un- 
less it is absolutely certain that the district in 
which it is proposed to hold them will not be 
damaged. To this end special inquiries have 
been made and the results reported to the 
Emperor, 

Neutrality Toward France. 

The commentsin the papers hereon the 
Franco-Siamese dispute are listless and are 
only noteworthy for their declarations of 
friendly neutrality toward France. Germany 
apparently is only interested to the extent of 
protecting its own commerce and the safety 
of its subjects in Siam. The North German 
Gazette in a lengthy article yesterday empha- 
sized this phase of the matter. It disavows 
Germany’s interest in preventing France’s 
colonial adventures. The Foreign Office offi- 
cials say England has not sought Germany's 
coéperation in Siam. Germany could side 
with either party, not being interested itself.

TWO VICTIMS OF THE ARMY BILL. 


Kaltenhorn-Stachau and Von Maltzahn 
Likely to Be Sacrificed,

World.] In distributing rewards for services 
in getting the army bill through the Reichstag 
the Emperor neglected only one man-—the 
Prussian Minister of War, Gen. von Kalten- 
horn-Stachau. He got no decoration nor 
praise, although he spoke several times in 
favor of the bill. He will probably surrendér 
his portfolio. Noone regrets this snub be- 
cause his attitude toward the interpellation 
regarding the maneuvers and the forage dis- 
tress was such that even the radical members 
of his party condemned him. 

Another victim of the army bill is the Im- 
perial Minister of Finance, Baron von Malt- 
zahn. Hisown party deserted him and with 
Chancellor von Caprivi’s sanction. His parti- 
san, Baron von Manteuffel, at the first read- 
ing of the bill, requested that the financial 
proposals be brought in by Dr. Miquel, the 
Prussian Minister of Finance. Baron von 
Maltzahn took a decided stand against the ad- 
ditional beer duty, which is a part of Dr, 
Miquel's scheme for meeting the demands of 
the army law. The Baron has resigned and 
there is no doubt that his resignation will be 
accepted. Baron von Huene or Herr von 
Shraut will probably succeed him. The lat- 
ter is more likely to be chosen, as he is now 
Secretary of State for Finance in Alsace- 
Lorraine, and would beable to assist Dr. 
Miquel without developing into a coming 
man, as Von Huene would probably do. 

Elections for the Prussian Diet are to be 
held in November, but the new Diet will not 
be called to meet before January. 

Finance Ministers to Meet. 

Dr. Miquel will preside at a convention of 
the Ministers of Finance of all the German 
States, to be held at Frankfort Aug. 6. The 
object of the convention is to draw up for each 
individual State a plan to help meet the 60,- 
000,000 marks (about $14,000,000) a year 
demanded by the new army law. Dr. Miquel’s 
libel suit against Rector Ahlwardt is set for 
the 26th inst. The newspaper stenographers 
who were present when the insults and slan- 
ders were uttered will be the principal wit- 
nesses for Dr. Miquel.

Boon, Ia., July 22.— [Special.] — The pro- 
hibitory law took a new phase in Boone this 
week. There have always been saloons here 
but they paid no license. In preparing the 
ordinances of the city for the printer, a work 
not done since 1877, an ordinance passed in 
1885, requiring all restaurants to pay a 
license of $25 per month, was unearthed. 
It was passed to catch saloonkeepers, after 
the prohibitory law was passed, butas matters 
were in confusion then, the constitutional 
amendment failing and legislative pr hibition 
not yet wanted, the ordinance was not en- 
forced and was forgotten. Upon discover- 
ing the ordinance Mayor Hornstein brought 
the matter before the Common Council dnd 

demanded that it either be repealed or he 
would enforce it. The Council, by a tie vote, 
failed to order its repeal, whereupon the 
Mayor directed that notice be given to all 
restaurants —twenty- four hours’ notice 
4 = to pay their license.

Is IT REAL IMPROVEMENT? 

Controller Eckels is reported as saying Fri- 
day afternoon that the financial situation is 
improving. He referred to the expectation 
that at least $100,000,000 will be required 
within a few days hence to help in moving 
the crops, and cited the surplus reserves of 
the national banks in the large cities as proof 
that there is no scarcity of money in the 
places where it is usually found massed in 
readiness to meet the wants of businessmen. 
The reserve of fourteen national banks in 
Chicago (out of twenty-one) is upward of 30 
per cent. The forty-nine national banks of 
New York havea reserve fund of 25.3 per 


| cent, the fifty-five of Boston and those of 


Philadelphia make even a better showing. 
Baltimore banks have an average reserve of 
$4.18 and those of New Orleans 27.54 per 
cent. 

Does Controller Eckels really believe that 
Congress is about to pass acts that will 
strengthen the hands of the government in 
maintaining redemption of its 800 millions 
of outstanding currency notes, which are in- 
creasing at the rate of 5 millions a month, so 
as to keep them up at par with gold, while 
there is less ‘than 100 millions of gold in the 
Treasury wherewith to stand a redemption 
run?

Then there would be not only 
an abundance of money but an abundance of 
credit, and the country once more be prosper. 
ous. If Controller Eckel can promise this, 
let him speak out. If not, his honeyed words 
are no better than moonshine,

WHY ARE THE LABOR LEADERS ASLEEP! 

The farming and planting Populists 
West and South are shrieking about the 
„ crime” committed against silver and de- 
manding that it be réstored to its old posi- 
tiom aad that the country be given the silver 
dollar as it had it before 1878, They lie for 
deceptive purposes. They do not want silver 
ta have its old status. They do want the 
old silver dollar which was worth 108 cents 
in gold. That was the dollar Jackson gave 
their fathers, but the sons wanta bogus one, 
worth only 50 or 60 cents, : 

They want a 50-cent dollar to cheat their 
farm hands with. They want to be able to 
say to them “a dollar is a dollar” and this 
one weighs as much as it ever did,” but they 
never allude to the immense depreciation of 
silver during the last twenty years, making the 
dollar only worth half its face. And while the 
Populists are working tooth and nail for a 
fraudulent dollar with which to swindle their 
laborers the city workmen look on uncon- 
cerned, as if the matter did not interest them 
in the least, and as if their house were not in 
danger while their rural fellow-workers’ cot- 
tage was burning. 

It is not surprising that the workingmen 
should seem indifferent. Accustomed for fif- 
teen years to a stable currency, every dollar of 
which was always worth 100 cents in gold, 
they never dream that the country may soon 
be cu with one only worth 50 to 60 cents 
and which rises and falls like the mercury in 
a thermometer. Any possible fears that the 
labor rank and file may have had must have 
been allayed hy the Democratic platform of 
last fall, which declared emphatically : 

We hold to the use of both gold and silver as 
the standard money of the country, to the 
coinage of both gold and silver without discrimi- 
nation against either metal or charge for mint- 
ago, but the dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
must be of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
or be adjusted by international agreement 
or by such safeguards of legislation as shall in- 
sure the mainienance of the parity of the two 
metals and the equal power of every dollar at all 
times in the market, and in the payment of debts ; 
and we demand that all paper currency shall be 
kept at par with and redeemable in such coin. 
‘Ve insist upon this policy as especially necessary 
for the protection of the farmers and laboring 
classes, the first and most defenseless victims of 
unstable depreciated money and a fluctuating 
currency. 

But where are the labor leaders? Why are 
they asleep? The shrewd, alert walking 
delegates who are keener-witted than the 
men who follow them, and who pay more at- 
tention to what is going on outside the lodge 
rooms? These men know that the same 50. 
cent dollar which will be tendered by Populist 
farmers and Southern planters to their farm- 
hands in full payment of a gold dollar’s 
worth of work will also be tendered by the 
city employer of labor to the workingman as 
pay for the gold dollar’s worth of work he 
has done for him. The 50-cent silver dollar 
will bea legal tender. It will go as far to 
pay a debt as a gold dollar worth twice as 
much, No employer will pay his labor debts 
in 100-cent dollars when he can pay them 
legally in 50 or 60 cent silver dollars. 

The labor leaders must know what 50-cent 
legal tender silver dollars would mean—the 
purchasing power of wages cut down suddenly 
about one-half; deposits in savings banks sud- 
denly shrunk up one-half; moneys invested in 
building and loan associations scaled down as 
much. They know also that the men who 
sold food, clothes, ycoal, medicines, and all 
other articles to th8 workingman would insist 
on having twice ag many 50-cent silver dollars 
as they used to get 100-cent.gold dollars. 

The labor leaders must know that the em- 
ployers would also be heavy losers as well as 
themselves by the introduction of a Populist 
50 per cent currency, for their credits and de- 
posits, half of which would be confiscated, 
would fearfully orlpple them in their business. 
And, being nearly ruined, and with little con- 


fidenoe in the future, they would curtail their 


enterprises and discharge a large part of their 
hands and hire the rest ag cheap as possible, 
They would be reluctant to pay more of the free 
silver cheap dollars per week’s or day's work 
than formerly, before the currency was de- 
based. Then the whole country would be 
convulsed with strikes and loockouts. The auf. 
ferings of labor would be dreadful and uni- 
versal. , 

Why, then, are the labor oracles so inert 
and dumb in the presence of this impending 
calamity? They have not told their followers 
that cheap dollars mean in effect ruin to 
the 200,000 wage-workers of Chicago as well 
as the Kansas and Nebraska farm hands, 
Congress meets two weeks hence, but they 
have called no megtings to petition it to keep 
the Democratic currency pledge, made when 
Cleveland was elected by the labor vote, 
They have not visited the Chicago Congress- 
men and stiffened their backbones, One of 
them, MeGann, represents a district nine- 
tenths of the voters in which are wage-earning 
workingmen. The last that was heard of him, 
he had traveled so far in the direction of an 
honest dollar as to be satisfied that a '70-cent 
dollar was better than a 50-cent one. Gan- 
not the labor leaders get him ta see that the 
only honest dollar is the 100-cent dollar? 

Congress has many important subjects to 
pass on, but not one of them can compare to 
that of stability in the value of the ‘currency, 
For without that virtue labor cannot receive 
its honestly earned dues. No strikes, no mat- 
ter how obstinately fought out, can win for 
labor all that it is justly entitled to when the 
nation iscursed with a depreciated, fluctuating 
money, which is worth one thing today and 
another tomorrow,

SOMETHING THE MAYOR CAN DO,

nance against depositing garbage and ashes 
in the same receptacle, The ordinance was 
not in existence when he was Mayor before. 
It was passed in 1889, He should now be 
counted on to enforce it rigidly and inflexi- 
bly. The Finance committee has called his 
attention to it and has suggested that the 
Mayor issue an order or proclamation con- 
cerning it, If this is done, and if the sani- 
tary and police officers carry out the Mayor's 
instructions in regard to it, there muy be 
some important improvement. | 

Both the Health Commissioner and his as- 
sistant, Dr. Bergeron, say that garbage un- 
mixed with ashes may be readily cremated, 
There is one crematory now in existence 
which may be utilized. Others can be ereet- 
ed without great expense. The ashes and cin- 
ders can be readily disposed of without cost 
to the eity. | 

The ordinance to which the Mayor's atten- 
tion has been called contains a severe penalty 
clause. It can therefore be enforced effect. 
ively. Too much time has been already 
wasted in coming to this point. Prompt ac- 
tion isdemanded, It ig much easier to en- 
force the ordinance than to be continually 
making explanations about the foul condition 
of the city. It really requires ‘only a deter- 
mined effort to do right and to give satisfac- 
tion. The health authorities are clothed with 
full power under the law, They have an 
ample appropriation. The public under the 
citeunetances is entitled to ask for and to 
expect a better service than heretofore.

CUT DOWN THE DEADHEAD ADMISSIONS. 

Many weeks ago Taz Tao called the at- 
tention of the Exposition authorities to the 
fact that the number ef persons admitted on 
deadhead passes was absurdly large, and sug- 
gested that the deadhead list could stand im- 
mense pruning. They have finally reached 
that conclusion themselves, and have given di- 
rections to have a thorough revision of the 
deadhead list. 

There is no doubt that a searching examina- 
tion will.show that thousands of persons gét 
in free every day who ought to be made to 
pay. It cannot be possible that 30,000 to 40, 
000 persons inside the gates each day should 
be entitled to deadhead admission. Undoubt- 
edly too many passes have been given to ex- 
hibiters. The latter have had them for far 
more assistants or employés than they need 
or use. Some have turned over the extra ones 
to friends who have sold them or gone to the 
Pair when they felt like it, and who have gone 
for pleasure, not to work. Ali such superfiu- 
ous passes should be canceled, and there are 
thousands of them. 

It may be, however, that there are not as 
many of these as there are ‘‘ complimentary 
(deadhead) tickets, which have been given 
out profligately. It is claimed that thousands 
of these have been issued at the request of 
National Commissioners and others, and that 
many of them have fallen into the hands of 
persons who are not entitled to them. They 
should be canceled. The Exposition author- 
ities have been pestered for deadhead tickets 
from the beginning by persons who were able 
to pay and who ought to havedoneso, At 
first it seemed easier to grant the request than 
to have a fuss and offend some one. It would 
have saved trouble, however, to say “no” at 
the outset, for there is no limit to the greed of 
deadheads, and the man who has once had a 
free admission will never pay to go in if he 
can help it, while if refused a pass at the 


beginning he may be a frequent paying visitor. |

DEFENDING THE GARBAGE HEAPS. 

The Superinfendent of Street Cleaning en- 
deavors to defend his policy of establishing 
pestilence centers in the form of garbage 
heaps in different parts of the city. He says 
“the building of crematories of sufficient 
capacity to destroy the refuse is yet in the 
future." Why? Because he and other city 
employég and officers want to keep garbage 
cremation in the future and do pot wish 
to see it in the present. With them orema- 
tion has been and always will be a thing of 
tomorrow and never of today. They are so 
wedded through shiftlessneas, through rou- 
tine, and for political and pecuniary con- 
siderations to their present dirty system that 
they will not give it up unless they are forced 
to 


The Superintendent says further that the 
separation of garbage and ashes, so that the 
garbage may bs consumed and the ashes may 
be removed, ig also in the future.“ Why? 
Because the friends of the present method of 
garbage disposal prefer to keep it in the 
future,” so as to have another argument 
against crematories, It wag stated the other 
day by two Aldermen who had investigated 
that the people separated ashes and garbage, 
but that the men who collected them dumped 
them into one cart and mixed them. The 
Superintendent says this ig true in a very 
few instances ; that the foremen of all the 
wards say emphatically that the Aldermen are 
mistaken, Of course they say so, If the con- 
viots at Joliet were usked if they were guilty 
there would be a nearly unanimous reply jn 
the negative, 

All these people who believe in piling up 
garbage where it may rot itself away as of- 
fensively as possible stand by one another of | 
course. Hach denies that the other has been 
neglectful of duty and each swears that while 
the future may bring a better system of gar- 
bage disposal the existing method ig the 
only one which is possible under the ciroum- 
stances and that the theusands of people who 
are sickened by the smells of festering heaps 
of refuse are acting badly when they complain 
of those gealous city officers who are respen- 
sible for their sufferings. The courts are not 
in the garbage cantractors’ combine and when 
appealed to they will give relief.

The evening shadows are accented by the mild 
radiance of the now useless lamp, still beam- 
ing in the window. 

To be pathetic without being distressful is 
a great gift in an artist whether he works in 
pigments or words, To say that the painter of 
the work known as The Foreclosure of the 
Mortgage” (Room 11, Canada) has con- 
veyed the significance without the sting of 
sorrow would be hardly true; yet he has cer- 
tainly touched the public heart despite his 
direct treatment. A pale-faced man who is 
evidently recovering from a severe illness is 
propped up with pillows, while on the tabie 
beside him are bottles of medicine. At the 
other side of the table sits his wife with her 
head bowed on her hands. Near by the grand- 
mother is rocking the cradle. In an embras- 
ure are two little girls, the elder being old 
enough to understand the sorrow that 
overshadows the family. A gray- beurded 
officer of the law is reading to the 
sick man an instrument which means the 
foreclosure of a mortgage on the home. 
A defect in the composition is the unneces- 
sary rudeness of the officer, who wears his hat 
while reading the process. The duty is dis- 
agreeable enough without adding to it the 
totally superfluous suggestion of insolence. 
The light drifting through the windows falls 
on the red waist worn by the bent woman, ax. 4 
on the pallid features of the invalid, who, be- 
sides his weakness, has the expression of ex- 
treme weariness and d ir. It falls also on 
the sleeping child in the cradle unconscious of 
the cares and perils that cloud its young erist- 
ence. 

The best view of the picture may be ob- 
tained by stepping into the —— room, 
and framing the work, as it were, with the gid 
of the doorway. It is less on account of the 
merits of the picture than because of the in- 
fluence it exercises on visitors that it is here 
described. Many a woman who looked at it 
had knowa perhaps in her life some similar 
experience; if too young for that she was 
actuated by those vague feelings described by 
T. B. Ald in Prescience :

For perfection of technique there is prob- 
ably nothing in the German galleries to equal 
Edward Grutzner’s Cloester Kitchen (No. 
236). This painter, who, by the way. died 
only a few years ago, is represented by an- 
other painting, Monks at Supper.“ but that 
does not equal in merit the famous picture 
which has been lent to the Exposition by its 
owner, Jacob B. Schiff of New York. The 
scene is the kitchen of one of the old monas- 
teries in which Grutzner found so much of his 
inspiration. The cook is showing, the Prior 
and his companion a_particulariy’ fine fish 
which is to 2 tor dinner. It is. in- 
deed a splendid flsh —one that makes thes 
tator’s mouth water even as it does that of the 
Prior in the picture: The Prior has pushed 
his spectacles over his forehead to better in- 
spect the prize of which the cook is evidently 
proud. The story is told in the benignant 
expression of the three faces, nothing 
but their garb suggesting spirituality 
their satisfaction arising out of the con- 
templation of one of the — things of 
life. Thereisno sting in the satire; there 
have been ascetic monks whose fanatical 
piety was far more forbidding than the thor- 
ough good nature that seems to exude from 
this well-fed trio. A capital bit of illustrative 
detail is the sly look on the face of a humble 
brother who sits among the. pots and pans. 
It suggests that he himseif, despite his hu- 
mility, could appreciate.a good dinner. The 
accessories, 8 as the vegetables, are ren- 
dered with a loving hand. So fresh and nat- 
ural they are that morning dew is not yet 
dry on them.
